1 To attend the Vigilance Committee meetings (only where they were 
members), to review the implementation of all schemes under the Act. 


2 The Non-Official Members can have information related to the various 
stake holders and their activities in implementing the Act and to report 
the DGRO in writing, if any irregularities noticed by them. 


3. They can also appraise the issues during the Vigilance Committee 
meetings 


4 The Vigilance Committee Members other than official members will not 
have any enforcement power in terms of the provisions of either the 
NFSA Act or any relevant Control Orders under which the 
implementing departments are functioning, 


5 The Vigilance Committee Members (Non-Official) will not accrue any 
status by virtue of being a member of the Committee.
